ple and bngodly men to kepe it, ſtoʒed 
it with wepons and victuals, gathe⸗ 
red the goodes of Jeruſaiem, and laid

In ſo 
that the citizens were fapn to depart 
andthe Citie became an habitation of 
ſtraungers, being deſolate of her own 
ſede,foz her owne natiues were fapne 
to leaue her. Her Sanctuarpe was Cu 
cleane waſted, her holpe dapes wert 
turned into mourning, her labbothes 
were had in deriſton, and her honour 
bzought to naught. L ooke how grea! 
her glozp was afoze,ſo great was her 
confuſion, and her top turned into ſo⸗ g 
rowe.· Antiochus allo the king ſente , 
out a commiſſion vnto all his kinge⸗ 
dome, that all the people ſhoulde be 
one. Then they lefte euerpe man his 
law, and all the heathen agreed to the 
commaundement of king Intiochugs, 
Pea, manp of the Iſtaelits conſented 
there bnto, offering vnto Jdoles, and 
defpling the Sabboth. So the kinge 
Antiochus ſent his meſſangers with 
his commiſſion vnto Jeruſalem, and 
to ali the cities of Juda: that they 
ſhould folowe the lawes of the Hea⸗ 
then, and fozbad either burntoffering, 
meateoffering oz peaceofferinge to be 
made in the temple of God, and that 
there ſhould no Habboth noz hie lead 
day be kept:but commaunded that the 
Sanctnary and the holy people of J 
rael ſhould be defiled, He comannded 
alſo that there ſhoulde be ſet vp other 
aultars, temples, and Jdoles, to offer 
vp ſwynes fleſhe and other bncieane 
beaſtes: that men ſhould leaue they] 
childꝛen vncircumciſed, to defile their 
ſoules with all maner of vnc 
and abhominations:that they mighte 
ſo foꝛget the law, and chaunge all the 
holy oꝛdinaunces of & D D, and that 
whoſoeuer Would not dos accozding 


tiochus ſwould ſuffer death. Jn iyke

hen went the people bnto the Bea 
then by heapes, fozſoke the law of the 
Lozde, and committed muche euili in 
the lande: pea, and chaſed out the ſe⸗ 
crete Jſroelitcs, which had hid them 
ſelues in cozners and pzeupe places.

So when 
he cam to Jeruſalẽ, æ was louingip re 
ceiued of the hie pꝛieſt into the citp, he 
tolde what was determined, concer⸗ 
ming the monep, and ſhewed the cauſe 
of his comminge : he aſked alſo pt? it 
Were ſo in dede.

Ind when they were 
ſufficientip aunſwered of Jaſon, and 
of the other, they let them go. And the 
bzetherene unmediately ſente awap 
Paul # Silas by night vnto Berrea.
